Hedging bets 
over new seats 

O Consider timing due to uncertain future of Rexall Place, city 
urges O No official word from province on $100M for new arena 


Northlands wants to replace the 
lower bowl seats at Rexall Place, 
but city council is being warned 
about the timing of the decision. 

In a report going to council 
next Wednesday, Northlands out¬ 
lines its 2011 capital budget, 
which includes plans to spend 
$770,000 on new seats. 

Under a master agreement, any 
alterations to Northlands facili¬ 
ties exceeding $750,000 is brought 
before city council for approval 
even when not asking the city for 
any money. 

City administration warns 
councillors about the timing of 
the decision in the report, but 
Coun. Tony Caterina thinks it’s an 
entirely separate issue. 

“The premier... has stated once 
again that the answer is no, they 
will not fund the arena project,” 
he said of Premier Ed Stelmach’s 
comments made Wednesday. 

“Certainly I wouldn’t recom¬ 


mend letting the place go to hell 
in a hand basket because of some¬ 
body’s anticipation there might 
be an arena,” he said of Rexall. 

But others think holding off 
might be a good idea. 

“We’re waiting on a report on 
repurposing Rexall,” said Coun. 
Kim Krushell. “I don’t know why 
we would spend the money when 
we don’t know what the oppor¬ 
tunities are.” 

Coun. Bryan Anderson noted 
that a downsized Rexall Place 
would be good for events too small 
for the proposed new arena. 

“I’ve heard rumblings even if 
there is a new arena built, Rexall 
would be refurbished... as a small¬ 
er arena of8,000,” he said. “Which 
I suspect would be all the lower 
bowl. 

“Then it could make sense to 
upgrade the seats — if indeed they 
need upgrading.”

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Heavy rain 
delaying 
city road 
projects by 
weeks 

Most city road projects 
have been delayed by two 
to three weeks because of 
higher than usual 
amounts of rain over the 
past six weeks, the city 
said Thursday. 

“Although we plan for 
weather contingencies, 
we could not have antici¬ 
pated the excessive rain¬ 
fall we have experienced 
in June and July,” 
transportation manager 
Bob Boutilier said in a re¬ 
lease. 

Efforts are being made 
to compensate for lost 
time but some projects, 
such as arterial paving 
and neighbourhood 
renewal, may be extend¬ 
ed into 2012. 

Overall, the city has 
seen 33 days of rain in the 
last 43, said Boutilier. 

“We know that delay¬ 
ing and rescheduling can 
be frustrating for 
citizens,” he said. “But it 
is imperative that the 
work be done to the high¬ 
est standards from the 
very beginning. 

“If we have to extend 
the schedule in order to 
ensure that 

Edmontonians are getting 
the best quality work for 
their tax dollars, then we 
will do so.” 

Impacted projects 
include work on Scona 
Road and 99 Street, the 
23 Avenue and Gateway 
Boulevard interchange, 
Lessard Road, and 
Quesnell Bridge and 
Whitemud Drive.

Residents sift through

Major cleanup efforts were 
underway Thursday for 
residents of the northern 
part of Royal Scot Apart¬ 
ments, the area less affect¬ 
ed by a massive fire 
Tuesday afternoon. 

A young woman was sit¬ 
ting on the curb outside 
the burned-out building 
with Rubbermaid contain¬ 
ers that held her belong¬ 
ings while others were 
working inside, throwing 


garbage bags out the win¬ 
dows. 

Many questions still re¬ 
main unanswered for the 
residents. 

They say a fumigating 
company had brought two 
100-pound propane tanks, 
which were feeding the 
fire, to treat an apartment 
for bed bugs. 

A representative for 
Academy Pest Control said 
Thursday they had been 
spraying the apartments, 
but that another company 
had been hired to perform 
the fumigating, involving

had not taken action. 

Estate Properties Incor¬ 
porated was not available 
for comment Thursday.

Race fans can cheer on a 
homegrown driver next 
weekend, as Stefan 
Rzadzinslci has been given 
the go ahead to enter the 
Firestone Indy Lights at 
the Edmonton Indy. 

“I’m competitive, I 
want to be in the fight,” 
Rzadzinslci, 18, said Thurs¬ 
day after flying home from 
test sessions in Indianapo¬ 
lis Wednesday night. 

Edmonton will host a 
double header of the Fire¬ 
stone Indy Lights on July 


23 and 24. The event is 
the “farm team” for the 
IndyCar series, says Tama¬ 
ra Fahlman, Edmonton In¬ 
dy director of 
communications. 

Rzadzinslci will be rac¬ 
ing Davey Hamilton’s No. 
32 car in his debut. 

He, like IndyCar drivers 
Paul Tracy and Alex 
Tagliani, expects a lot of 
speed, passing and maybe 
even more crashes than 
usual on the 2.256-mile, 
13-turn circuit on the 
closed east runway of the 
City Centre Airport. 

“Really, it’s a very dif¬ 
ferent world for me,” said 


Rzadzinslci, who has been 
driving what he calls 
“much smaller and slower 
Skip Barber and Formula 
Ford cars.” 

Rzadzinslci was short 
sponsor money to enter 
the event, but Edmonton 
Indy promoter Octane Mo- 
torsports Events — which 
wanted to encourage local 
talent — helped him se¬ 
cure a spot. 

“I really hope that Ed¬ 
montonians will come out 
and support him as he 
takes this last step before 
the major league series,” 
said Anne Roy, Edmonton 
Indy general manager.

Collaborating criminal 
organizations were 
behind a multi-million 
dollar drug operation dis¬ 
mantled by Calgaiy and 
Alberta law enforcement 
agencies. 

On Thursday Calgaiy 
police and Alberta Law 
Enforcement Response 
Teams (ALERT) completed 
an 18-month long investi¬ 
gation into a massive 
marijuana grow- 
operation around 
Calgaiy. 

Nine local marijuana 
grow-operations, with 
13,500 plants and 44 kilo¬ 
grams of harvested buds 
worth $17.5 million, 
were shut down and

eight people were 
charged with 80 drug re¬ 
lated crimes. 

The accused are said to 
have posed as legitimate 
families when renting 
housing units, even using 
children and the elderly 
to appear more convinc¬ 
ing. These grow 
operations were located 
mainly in rental 
residences with two of 
them in the Okotoks- 
Strathmore region and 
the rest in the Calgaiy 
area, said ALERT Sgt. Tom 
Hanson.

While the city shot down a 
pilot for urban chickens 
last summer, some resi¬ 
dents with ruffled feathers 
over the prospect of wait¬ 
ing at least another year 
are keeping them anyway. 

Laura, a volunteer from 
River City Chickens Collec¬ 
tive, who did not want her 
last name used, said the 
group had proposed a pilot 
project with backyard 
chickens. 

She said health benefits 
are just one of the many 


upsides to having chickens. 

“It’s also good for chil¬ 
dren to experience the un¬ 
derstanding that chickens 
aren’t just slabs of meat 
that come on a styrofoam 
tray,” Laura said. 

Laura said some resi¬ 
dents are already starting 
to keep urban poultiy de¬ 
spite the ban. Ryan Pleclc- 
aitis with the city’s 
complaints and investiga¬ 
tions department, said the 
group was told in July 2010 
that the pilot was stalled. 

“There was support 
from that group because 
they did understand this 
was something the city was 


looking at,” Pleclcaitis said. 
“And the direction of the 
city was moving towards to 
make allowances ... for 
backyard poultiy.” 

The city is contemplat¬ 
ing downsides to keeping 
urban chickens, such as an 
increase of noise and 
predatoiy animals. 

But Laura said the collec¬ 
tive is upset about not be¬ 
ing kept in the loop when 
the proposal was denied. 

“They didn’t communi¬ 
cate that to us veiy well,” 
Laura said. “We didn’t 
think it had been rejected 
until just a few months 
ago.”

Third parties must 
register if they spend 
$1,000 or more during a 
campaign period, or if 
they receive that same 
amount in contributions 
to pay for 
advertisements.

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Pirates getting bolder: Watchdog 


O World sea attacks up 36 per 
cent in first half of 2011 


Sea piracy worldwide 
surged to 266 attacks in the 
first half this year, up 36 per 
cent from a year ago, as So¬ 
mali pirates became bolder 
and raided more vessels, a 
global maritime watchdog 
said Thursday 

Sixty-one per cent, or 163 
of the attacks globally, were 
carried out by Somali pi¬ 
rates largely in the Arabian 
Sea frequented by crude oil 
tankers, the International 
Maritime Bureau’s piracy 
reporting centre in Kuala 
Lumpur said in a statement. 
This was up from 100 at¬ 
tacks by Somali pirates in 
the same period last year. 

“In the last six months, 
Somali pirates attacked 
more vessels than ever be¬ 
fore and they’re taking 
higher risks,” said the mar¬ 
itime bureau’s director Pot- 
tengal Mukundan. 

For the first time, pirates 
in June fired on ships in 
rough seas in the Indian 
Ocean during the monsoon 
season, he said. In the past, 
they stayed away from at¬ 
tacking in difficult condi-

20 vessels and 420 crew 
members, and demanding 
ransoms of millions of dol¬ 
lars for their release, the 
bureau said. 

► They fired at 76 vessels, 
killing seven people and 
injuring 39 .

Africa. 

“It is vital that this naval 
presence be sustained or in¬ 
creased,” it said.

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Pentagon cites largest-ever loss of defence data in cyberattack 


The Pentagon on Thursday 
revealed that in the spring 
it suffered one of its largest 
losses ever of sensitive data 
in a cyberattaclc by a for¬ 
eign government. 

It is a dramatic example 
of why the military is pur¬ 
suing a new strategy em¬ 
phasizing deeper defences 


of its computer networks, 
collaboration with private 
industry and new steps to 
stop “malicious insiders.” 

William Lynn, the 
deputy secretary of defence, 
said in a speech outlining 
the strategy that 24,000 
files containing Pentagon 
data were stolen from a de¬ 


fence industry computer 
network in a single intru¬ 
sion in March. He offered 
no details about what was 
taken but said the Pentagon 
believes the attacker was a 
foreign government. He 
didn’t say which nation. 

“We have a pretty good 
idea” who did it, Lynn said 


in an interview. 

One of the Pentagon’s 
fears is that eventually a ter¬ 
rorist group will acquire the 
ability to not only penetrate 
U.S. computer networks to 
steal data but to attack 
them in ways that damage 
U.S. defences or even cause

Austrian atheist Nilco Aim 
has won the right to wear a 
pasta strainer as religious 
headgear on his driver’s li¬ 
cence after a three-year 
struggle against the authori¬ 
ties, Austrian media report¬ 
ed this week. 

Nilco is a member of the 
five-year-old “religion” 
called the Church of the Fly¬ 
ing Spaghetti, the devotees 
of which call themselves 
pastafarians. 

The purpose of the 
church is to make an ironic, 
but serious point. “Pastafar- 
ianism is nowhere near as 
absurd as the creationism 
they teach in schools,” Nilco 
says. 

Aim applied for the li¬ 
cence after finding out that 
headgear is allowed in pass¬ 
port photos only for reli¬ 


gious reasons, arguing it 
was a requirement of his 
faith. 

But a police spokesman 
said the licence was made 
because Aim’s face was fully 
visible in the photograph. 

“The photo was not ap¬ 
proved on religious 
grounds. The only criterion 
for photos in driving licence 
applications is that the 
whole face must be visible,” 
said Manfred Reinthaler, a 
police spokesman in Vien¬ 
na to BBC News. 

After submitting to a 
medical examination to es¬ 
tablish that he was “psycho¬ 
logically fit” to drive, the 
driver’s licence was issued 
and ready to be collected in 
October 2009, according to 
the Austrian police.

Those wielding power and 
influence are more likely 
to lead a “stressful” life, 
according to new research 
on baboons. 

Researchers at Prince¬ 
ton University discovered 
that alpha males among 
the wild yellow baboons of 
Kenya’s Amboseli Basin 
have higher levels of glu¬ 
cocorticoid, a stress hor¬ 
mone, as well as 
testosterone. 

“We found that alpha 
male baboons exhibit 
much higher stress hor¬ 
mone levels than beta (sec¬ 
ond-ranking) males, 

indicating that being at 
the very top of a social

hierarchy may be more 
costly than previously 
thought,” lead author Lau¬ 
rence Gesquiere told 
Metro.

The baboons’ high 
stress levels are most like¬ 
ly due to the energy they 
are forced to exert just 


to maintain their 
social position, Gesquiere 
added, with alpha males 
being more prone to fight¬ 
ing and protecting their 
mate.

O Senate leaders discuss fallback plan as crisis talks 
continue O Same day Wall Street warns of catastrophe 



The top Democrat and Re¬ 
publican in the U.S. Senate 
are constructing a legisla¬ 
tive detour for President 
Barack Obama, a path 
around the bitter partisan 
divide over raising the 
American debt limit and 
avoiding a U.S. default on 
its spiralling debt. 

Sen. Hany Reid, the 
Democratic majority 
leader, and Sen. Mitch Mc¬ 
Connell, the top Republi¬ 
can, are at work on a 
legislative manoeuvre that 
would give Obama the 


power to raise the debt lim¬ 
it unilaterally. 

That would sidestep the 
seemingly intractable im¬ 
passe in White House talks 
that have failed now in five 
sessions to find an agree¬ 
ment with Republicans in 
the House of Representa¬ 
tives who are demanding 
dramatic spending cuts but 
are refusing Obama’s insis¬ 
tence that tax loopholes al¬ 
so be closed to raise federal 
income. Obama’s Treasury 
Department has said Aug. 2 
is the deadline for raising 


the debt limit to forestall 
an unprecedented Ameri¬ 
can default on obligations 
at home and abroad. 

The Reid-McConnell 
plan would leave the 
sharply polarized Congress 
to legislate whatever spend¬ 
ing cuts it could muster. 

Obama will hold a news 
conference Friday to ad¬ 
dress the status of negotia¬ 
tions, his second of the 
week on a subject that has 
consumed Washington as 
the deadline approaches. 

The United States hit its 
current $14.3-trillion debt 
ceiling in May and has been 
able to juggle the books 
through the end of July to 
stay current on its debt pay¬ 
ments and obligations to 
domestic programs. Come 
Aug. 2, however, various 
administration officials 
have suggested members of 
the U.S. militaiy might go 
without pay as would 


Americans dependent on 
monthly payments from 
Social Security, the federal 
pension system for retired 
people. 

Washington likewise 
could find itself unable to 
pay outstanding interest 
and principle on Treasury 


bonds, widely held by 
Americans, international 
investors and countries 
around the globe. 

Word that Democrat 
Reid and Republican Mc¬ 
Connell were at work on a 
compromise fallback plan 
came as Federal Reserve 


Chairman Ben Bernanlce 
and JPMorgan Chase & Co. 
CEO Jamie Dimon admon¬ 
ished bickering lawmakers 
that failure to avoid an un¬ 
precedented default could 
have a devastating effect on 
an already-anemic econo¬ 
my.

Murdochs to be questioned in U.K. 


Rupert Murdoch and his 
son James first refused, 
then agreed Thursday to 
appear before U.K. lawmak¬ 
ers investigating phone 
hacking and police bribery, 
while in the U.S., the FBI 
opened a review into alle¬ 
gations the Murdoch media 
empire sought to hack into 
the phones of Sept. 11 vic¬ 
tims. 

Those two developments 
— and the arrest of another 
former editor of a Murdoch 
tabloid — deepened the cri¬ 


sis for News Corp., which 
has seen its stock price sink 
as investors ask whether 
the scandal could drag 
down the whole company. 

Murdoch defended News 
Corp.’s handling of the 
scandal, saying it will recov¬ 
er from any damage caused 
by the phone-haclcing and 
police-bribery allegations. 
The 80-year-old told The 
Wall Street Journal — 
which is owned by News 
Corp. — that he is “just get¬ 
ting annoyed” at all the re¬ 


cent negative press. 

He also dismissed re¬ 
ports he would sell his U.K. 
newspapers to stem the 
scandal, calling the sugges¬ 
tion “pure and total rub¬ 
bish.” 

A law enforcement offi¬ 
cial in New York said the 
FBI was looking into allega¬ 
tions that employees of 
News Corp. tried to hack in¬ 
to the telephones of victims 
of the Sept. 11, 2001, terror¬ 
ist attacks in the United

Lady Gaga’s YouTube 
account was suspended 
Thursday. The notice 
read that the suspension 
was due to “multiple or 
severe violations of 
YouTube’s copyright poli¬ 
cy-” 

The Google Inc.-owned 
YouTube declined to com¬ 
ment. It’s YouTube policy 
to remove accounts after 
three copyright 
violations, though they 
can be restored after be¬ 
ing corrected. 

Reports have suggest¬ 
ed that the infringing 
video was a recently up¬ 
loaded clip of Gaga’s per¬ 
formance on Fuji TV. 

The account, “ladyga- 
gaofficial,” is one of two 
for Gaga. The removed 
channel is run by Gaga’s 
camp, while she also has 
an unaffected Vevo 
account. 

The Vevo account, 
which has more than 1.6 
billion views, generally 
debuts her music videos. 
Co-owned by Universal 
Music Group and Sony 
Entertainment, Vevo is a 
music-video platform 
that also distributes 
videos on YouTube. 

The suspension is ex¬ 
pected to be temporary.

Replace the 
gym with 20 
litres of wine 

Scientists have discovered that resver- 
atrol, a natural substance found in 
grapes and wine can reverse the nega¬ 
tive effects of zero gravity in rats. 

Why should you care if you are not 
an astronaut? 

“We feel the resveratrol would be a 
good way to prevent the effects of 
physical inactivity for people who can¬ 
not undergo regular activity,” Dr. 
Stephane Blanc said. 


For the experiment, two groups of 
rats were suspended by their tails, to 
create the effect of zero gravity. One 
group was given daily 400-milligram- 
per-kilogram supplements of resvera¬ 
trol, the others were given nothing. 

The scientists initially tested the 
rats to see whether the resveratrol was 
able to prevent loss of muscle mass. It 
was. They then looked at its effect on 
muscle metabolism. It was positive. Af¬ 
ter further tests the team found the 
same dosage of resveratrol had 
positive effects on bone density and in¬ 
sulin resistance, a cause of diabetes. 

According to Blanc, the average per¬ 
son would have to drink 20 litres of 
wine for the equivalent of one reserva- 
trol supplement given to the rats.

Best Potter movie yet 

O Richard Crouse and Phil Brown agree the franchise finale is completely 
satisfying O Creepy villains Ralph Fiennes, Alan Rickman steal the show 



Richard Crouse: Mark, the 
decision to break the final 
Potter book into two 
movies was criticized as a 
money grab, just a cheap 
way to get a few extra dol¬ 
lars out of Potterheads be¬ 
fore the franchise ends. 
But I have to tell you I 
think they made the right 
move. The movie is com¬ 
pletely satisfying, with a 
well told story and great 
action scenes. What did 
you think? 

Mark Breslin: Yes, 

Richard, you’re right. The 
movie is completely satis¬ 
fying. But I think it’s at the 
expense of the movie that 
preceded it, which I found 
inert and talky; the worst 
of the franchise. But this 


one felt like a thrilling 
send-off to characters 
we’ve grown to love, with 
some great action set 
pieces thrown in for good 
measure. 

RC: This is as close to an 
all-out action movie as 
there is in the Potter se¬ 
ries. Harry’s Horcrux hunt 
(say that three times fast!) 
takes up much of the 
movie leading up to some 
major revelations, an ex¬ 
istential train station 
scene and a heartwarm¬ 
ing conclusion, but along 
the way it’s an exciting 
ride. A small quibble 
though. What did you 
think of the 3D? It didn’t 
add much to the experi¬ 
ence for me. 


MB: The best thing I can 
say about the 3D is that it 
was unobtrusive, letting us 
pay attention to the com¬ 
plex plotting. But I think 
the movie, unlike most in 
the series, doesn’t work as 
a standalone film. It would 
make little sense if you 
haven’t seen the last few 
installments. And fans of 
Ralph Fiennes’ Voldemort 
won’t be disappointed — 
he’s as creepy a villain as 
you can imagine, with lots 
of screen time. By the way, 
I did try saying Harry’s 
Horcrux Hunt and was 
kicked out of the restau¬ 
rant I was in. 

RC: I thought Alan Rick¬ 
man stole the show. He 
has the creepiest vocal tics 


since Boris Karloff and re¬ 
ally brought something to 
a character that could have 
been one note. And you’re 
right, it isn’t a standalone, 
but it doesn’t have to be. 
Harry Potter has stood at 
the centre of popular cul¬ 
ture for the last decade. 
The franchise is the thing, 
not just the one picture. 

MB: In which case, I ask 
you, Richard, which were 
your favourites? Mine 
were the first three, when 
the world of Hogwarts was 
at its most innocent, and 
this one, with its brisk 
pace and brutal efficiency. 

RC: I have to tell you, I 
think the new one is the 
best of the bunch!

O Actors Justin Timberlake, Mila Kunis say their new 
film Friends with Benefits is more of a buddy comedy

Justin Timberlake and Mila 
Kunis want people talking 
about their new movie, 
Friends with Benefits. Just 
don’t call it a romantic 
comedy. 

“We always thought of 
it more as comedy than a 
romantic comedy,” says 
Kunis. “If anything, it was 
a two-hander — a buddy 
comedy with a little ro¬ 
mance in it. Because you 
care about the characters 
and you watch the charac¬ 
ters fall in love, but it’s not 
your stereotypical roman¬ 
tic comedy.” 

Timberlake is on the 
same page about the film, 
about two love-weary 
friends who embark on a 
sexual relationship with¬ 


out all that messy romance 
stuff. “I don’t know that 
we’ve ever treated it like a 
romantic comedy or a 
slacker comedy. To me, 
funny is funny and not 
funny is not funny,” he 
says. “And so we just want¬ 
ed to find the funny in all 
these situations, and that’s 
how we treated this.” 

Friends with Benefits 
marks a major milestone 
for both Timberlake and 
Kunis, as it’s the first time 
either has top-lined a film, 
though they’ve both re¬ 
ceived positive reviews for 
supporting turns in the So¬ 
cial Network and Bad 
Teacher in Timberlake’s 
case, and Black Swan and 
Forgetting Sarah Marshall 
in Kunis’. 

Still, taking the lead has 
to come with new pres¬ 


sures, but Timberlake in¬ 
sists they’re quickly 
pushed aside. “We deal 
with those demons before 
we sign contracts. After 
you commit to the movie, 
you have to let all that 
stuff go,” he says, though 
he admits having Kunis 
along for the ride was a 
huge help. 

“That was a little bit of a 
comfort, knowing that you 
were going to be sharing 
the bill and the comedy 
and the whole movie with 
a counterpart,” he adds. 
“There’s never a moment 
in this movie where it’s 
just one of us out there by 
ourselves.” 

If the premise of Friends 
with Benefits sounds more 
than a little familiar, that’s 
because it’s not the first 
movie this year to tackle 


the idea of pals hooking 
up. Natalie Portman and 
Ashton Kutcher gave it a 
go in January with No 
Strings Attached. 


Kunis, though, doesn’t 
think audiences will worry 
about a sense of deja vu. “I 
think that movies are 
movies, and there’s only so 


many original stories to be 
told in the world, and 
that’s the truth,” she says. 
“There’s what, like, seven 
different stories.”

As I stood watching U2 
play the 105th of 111 
shows on their 360 Tour, 
all I kept thinking was 
“Now what?” 

No tour has sold more 
tickets or grossed this 
much money. Every 
single show throughout 
the seven legs has sold out 
— this despite a million 
tickets having been 
thrown into disarray by 
Bono’s back injury last 
year. By the time it comes 
to an end in Moncton, on 
the 30th, the total box of¬ 
fice take will be 
somewhere around $700 
million. 

So I ask again: Now 
what? 

Everyone in the indus¬ 




try that I’ve heard from — 
including the mysterious 
Arthur Foegel of Live Na¬ 
tion, the Canadian master¬ 
mind behind this tour and 
mega-tours by Madonna, 
the Police, David Bowie 
and other superstars — ac¬ 
knowledges that there is¬ 
n’t another act on the 
planet capable of duplicat¬ 
ing what U2 has done. 
Even the U2 organization 


itself can’t imagine 
anything bigger or more 
successful. 

Why? After 35 years, 

U2 remains a working 
rock ’n’ roll band that still 
can release albums and 
have them go platinum 
around the world. Their 
catalogue is so deep that it 
spans generations of fans. 
Everyone goes to the 
shows because they love 


different parts of that cat¬ 
alogue. Tours are global 
events that attract heads 
of state. (When I saw the 
show in Moscow last sum¬ 
mer, Mikhail Gorbachev 
was in the stands behind 
me.) 

There’s just not anoth¬ 
er act with U2’s musical 
firepower or financial 
backing. There isn’t 
another band capable of 


raising the start-up capital 
for staging a tour as big as 
360. U2 and their people 
had to spend upwards of 
$150 million before a sin¬ 
gle ticket was sold. The 
three Claw stages alone 
cost $35 million each. 
Their construction is so 
sophisticated that bidders 
from four continents want 
to buy them for 
conversion into 
permanent concert pavil¬ 
ions. 

In the current musical 
environment, I can’t see 
anyone ever outdoing this 
U2 tour. The Rolling 
Stones? They might come 
close, but they’d have to 
play more shows — and at 
their ages, that would be 
tough. 

I may just have to fly to 
Moncton to see that final 
show. Not because I want 
to see U2 again but 
because once the lights go 
down at the end of the 
set, I fear that we will nev¬ 
er, ever see the likes of a 
rock ’n’ roll show on this 
scale ever again.

The Eskimos gave up a 
2013 fifth-round draft 
pick to get Messam late in 
training camp after the Li¬ 
on senior players met 
with head coach Wally 
Buono and, in an unusual 
move, told him despite all 
that Messam brings to the 
team athletically, he had 
to go. 

The Lions knew it was a 
lot to give up. 

The 26-year-old has 
been a beast early on this 
CFL season. 

On July 9, he ran for 
104 yards and two touch¬ 
downs as the 2-0 Eskimos 
beat up on the Hamilton 
Tiger-Cats 28-10. 

He was named the 
CFL's offensive player of 
the week and is currently 
second in the rushing 
standings with 141 yards 
and 5.4 yards per carry.

Clemens’ trial tossed due 
to prosecution’s mistake 

O Judge leaves question of a new trial for former all-star up in the air

Almost as soon as it began, 
former baseball star Roger 
Clemens’ perjury trial end¬ 
ed Thursday — in a mistrial 
the judge blamed on prose¬ 
cutors and said a “first-year 
law student” would have 
known to avoid. 

U.S. District Judge Reggie 
Walton called a halt to the 
trial under way after prose¬ 
cutors showed jurors evi¬ 
dence that he had ruled out 
— videotaped revelations 
that former teammate 
Andy Pettitte had said he’d 
told his wife Clemens con¬ 
fessed to using a drug. 

Walton scolded prosecu¬ 
tors and said he couldn’t let 
the former all-star pitcher 
face prison if convicted on 


such “extremely prejudi¬ 
cial” evidence. 

“Mr. Clemens has to get 
a fair trial,” Walton said. “In 
my view, he can’t get it 
now.” 

Defence lawyer Rusty 
Hardin, who had asked for 
the mistrial declaration, 
patted an unsmiling 
Clemens on the back as the 
judge announced his deci¬ 
sion. As he left the court¬ 
house, Clemens did not 
comment but accepted 
hugs from a couple of court 
workers, shook hands with 
the security guards and au¬ 


tographed baseballs for 
fans waiting outside. 

Walton said he would 
hold a hearing Sept. 2 to de¬ 
cide whether Clemens 
should face another trial. 
Hardin told reporters, “I 
wouldn’t even hazard a 
guess” about what Walton 
will decide. 

Walton could end the 
prosecution by declaring 
that a new trial would run 
afoul of double jeopardy — 
the right not to be brought 
to trial twice on the same 
charges for the same of¬ 
fence. But experts said it 


was unlikely that he would 
go that far, especially since 
the trial was just under 
way. 

Pettitte had told commit¬ 
tee investigators that 
Clemens confessed in 1999 
or 2000 that he used hu¬ 
man growth hormone. 

The quick end on the 
second day of testimony 
was the second mistrial in¬ 
volving a superstar accused 
in baseball’s steroids scan¬ 
dal. Bariy Bonds was con¬ 
victed three months ago of 
obstruction of justice, but a 
mistrial was called on three 
more serious false-state- 
ments charges after jurors 
couldn’t agree on a verdict.

Thursday's leg showed 
that the once indomitable 
Contador, who had a dismal 
Tour start because of crash¬ 
es and stumbles at his Saxo 
Bank team, can be vulnera¬ 
ble in the mountains.

Amateur leads pack at British Open 


O Lewis first amateur to lead round at a major since 1976 O ‘He could be my grandson,’ says playing partner Watson 



Tom Lewis shares a name 
with one of the British 
Open’s greatest champi¬ 
ons. 

The kid sure lived up to 
it Thursday. 

Lewis, a 20-year-old ama¬ 
teur, shot a 5-under 65 to 
share the lead after the 
opening round of golf’s 
oldest major — a day that 
was even more special be¬ 
cause he played alongside 
the man he was named af¬ 
ter: five-time British Open 
champion Tom Watson. 

“I was more nervous not 
to embarrass myself in 
front of him,” Lewis said. 

No worries there. Lewis 
pulled off some Watson- 
lilce shots at Royal St. 
George’s, making four 
straight birdies coming 
down the stretch before a 
par-saving tap-in at the 
18th left him tied with 
Thomas Bjorn. 


“I just had to smile in¬ 
side watching him play,” 
said the 61-year-old Wat¬ 
son, who needed seven 
more strokes than his 
namesake to get around 
the course. 


“I didn’t play particular¬ 
ly well myself, but I cer¬ 
tainly was impressed by 
the way he played.” 

Lewis’s late-afternoon 
charge was definitely im¬ 
pressive, but it didn’t total¬ 


ly overshadow an early- 
morning round by Bjorn, 
who was playing at this 
course on the English sea¬ 
side for the first time since 
his meltdown in the 2003 
Open. 


Amateur elite 


Tom Lewis posted the low¬ 
est round ever for an ama¬ 
teur at the British Open. 

► His score of 65 beats the 
66s posted by Frank 
Stranahan in 1950 , Tiger 
Woods’ in 1996 and Justin 
Rose in 1998 . 

That year he threw away 
a two-strolce lead on the fi¬ 
nal three holes — he need¬ 
ed three swings just to 
escape the bunker at No. 16 
— and allowed Ben Curtis 
to snatch away the claret 
jug with one of the sport’s 
most shocking upsets. 

Two very different play¬ 
ers. 

Two hugely compelling 
stories atop the leader- 
board. 

“I’m 40 years old,” Bjorn 


said, “and there might just 
be a little bit more in me.” 

U.S. Open champion Ro¬ 
ry Mcllroy got off to a slug¬ 
gish start but was still in 
the mix, putting up a 71 
that left him six strokes 
back. 

Considering he played 
in the morning, when con¬ 
ditions were tougher, Mcll¬ 
roy had no complaints 
about a round that began 
with two bogeys on the 
first three holes. 

“It was a day where you 
just needed to grind out a 
score,” Mcllroy said. “Any¬ 
where around even par was 
a good start.” 

In the afternoon, the 
gusting breezes off the 
Strait of Dover died down 
and the rain held off, re¬ 
sulting in about twice as 
many rounds in the 60s as 
the morning starters put
